Now if you would vnderſtand what motives wee 
haue at home with vs 10 vs thither; doe bur 
fooke vpon the populouſneſſe of our Countrey, to 
what a ſurfer of multitude it is ſubieR; ———— 
charitable for thoſe that goe, and how. mucheaſe it 
will be for thoſe that ſtay, ro-put forth, ſome, of pur 
numbers, to fuch an imployment of living, .Com- 
pare the Engliſhnature with ethers;aod finde whe- 
ther wee haue not as much courage as they, both x0- 
vndertake and maintaine z onely welole it, in baying 
leſſe induſtry.

1 haug been ofien in France, 
Spaine,[taly,Portugall, Sayoy,Denmarke, Norway, 
Spruceland, the Canaries, ayd Soris 1lamas : and for 
the New-found-land, it « a/moſt ſo familiarly knowne to 
me as my owne Counirey. 

In the yeere 1588. 1 ſerued vader the then Lord Ad. 
mirall, as Captaine_ in a Ship of my oune, ſet farth at my. 
charge againſt the Spaniſh Armada : and after ſuch time 
as that ſeruice was ended, taking my leaue of bis Honour, 1 
had his fauourable Letters to one Sir Robert Dennis, in 
the County of Dewon, K nights whereby there might bee 
ſame courſe taken,that the charge,as well of my owne Ship, 
«x alſo of two other ,and a Pinnace, with the vittuals, and 
men therein implayed, ſhould not be any way burthenſome 
1a mee. Wherein there was ſuch order giuen by the then 
right Honourable Lords of the privie Conncell, that the 
(nemarael ſaiched z which ſeruice ui 10 be ſeene recorded 
in the Booke at White-Hall. .

Omitting to ſpeake of other Voyages 1 made thither, du- 
ring the late Qucenes Rargne, 1 will deſcend to later times. 
Inthe yere 1611. being in New found-land,at which 
time that famous Arch-Pirate, Peter Eaſton, came there, 
ayd had with him ten ſale of co0d wr well furniſhed, 
and very rich, 1 was kept eleven weekes under his com- 
mand, and had from him many golden promiſes,and much 
wealth offered 16 be put into my hands, as it is well knowne: 
1 did perſwade him much to «rf from his entll courſe ; his 
intreaties then to me, being, that I would come for Eng-« 
land,to ſome friends of hu, and ſollicite them to become 
humble petitioners 16 your Maicfly for his pardon + but 
haning no warrant to touch ſuch goods, I gane 1m thankes 
for hu offer , onely Irequeſted hin to releaſe a Shipthat he 
had taken 4p5 the Coaſt of Guinnie, belonzing to one Cap- 
taine Raſbly of Foy im Cornewall; a man whom 1 hyew 
but onely by report : which he accordingly releaſed. Where- 
upon 1 prouided men,victuals, and a fraught for the ſaid 

Ship, and ſo ſent her home to Daremouth in Deuon 
though Ineger bad fo much as thankes for we kindueſſe 
therein, And ſo leaning Eaſton, / came for England, 
and pane notice of his intention, letting paſſe my Y oyace 
that imjended Ll Naples, and loft rely y rx ug = 
charges : for before my arriuall, there was 6 Pardon grans- 
ted,an1ſent him from [reland. But Eaſton houering with 
thiſe $ ue riches, pon the wy 54 Barbary, as hee 
promiſed, with a longing deſire, and full expettation to bee 
called bome, 16ſt that hope, by a 100 much ; res of time 
14TH by 
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by him who carried the Pardon, Whereapon hee ſailed to 
the $1rarghts of Gibraltar, avd was afierwards entertai- 
wed by the Duke of Sauoy under whom he lined rich, 

I was there alſo in the yeere 1614. when Sir Henry 
Manwaring w4s wpen that Coaſt, with fine good Shits 
ftronely provided , hee cauſed mee to ſpend much time in his 
company, and from bum 1 returned into England ; al. 
though i was boundfrom thence to Mariciles, 19 make ſale 
of ſuch { as I then had,and other imploayments,ooc.

thers, that were then vpon that Coaſt, (amongſt 
whom I ſailed to and fro more then one hundred and 
5o.leagues)Lneither ſaw nor heard in all that travel], 
of any man or- boy of either of theſe Nations, that 
dycd there during the whole voyage; neither was 
there ſo much as any one of them ficke. 

The naturall Inhabitants of the Countrey, as they 
are but few in number ſo are they ſomething rude 
and ſauage people ; hauing neither knowledge of 
God, nor living vnder any kinde of ciuill goueme. 
ment. In their habits,cuſtomes and manners, they re- 
ſemble the !rdrans of the Contiacer Seeopbitng (I 
ſuppoſe)they come;they live altogether in the North 
nd Weſt part of the Coontrey, which is ſeldome 
frequented by the. Engliſh: Bur the Frenchand Biſ- 
caine;(who relortehither yeerely for the Whale-fiſh- 
ing, andalfo forthe Cod-fiſh) report them to be an 
mgenious and tractable people (being well vicd :) 
they areready to affiſt rhem with greatlabourand 

arience, in the killing, cutting, and boyling of 
Whales zand making the Traincoyle, without expe- 
RQtationof other reward ,-rhen a little bread, or ſome

Allalong thecoaſt of this Coumtrey,there are ma-

The ſoyle of this Countrey in the valleys and 
ſides of the mountaines, is fo fruittull, as that in di- 
uers places, there the Summer naturally producerh 
out of the fruirfull wombe of the earth, without the 
labour of mans hand , great plenty of greene Peaſe 
and Fitches, faire, round, full and wholeſome as our 
Fitches are in England; of which I hauc there fed 
on - many times : the hawmes of them are good 
fodder for cattell and other beaſts in the winter, with 
the helpe of Hay , of which there may be made great 
ſtore with little labour in diuers places of-che Coun- 


rey. 
Severall ſorts of Then haue you there faire Strawberries red and 


fruits there 
£owng, 


white, andas faire Raſpaſſe berries, and Gooſe ber- 
ries, as there be in England; as alſo multitudes of 
Bilberries, which arecalled by ſome, Whortes, and 
many other delicate Berries ( which I cannot name) 
im great abundance. 

There are alſo many other fruits, as-\mall Peares, 
Cherries, Filberds, &c. And of theſe Berries and 
fruits the ſtore is there ſo great, thatthe Mariners 
of my Ship and Barkes company, haue often gathe- 
red at once, more then halfe an hogſhead would 
hold ;of which divers times cating their fill, I ncuer

There are alſo herbes for Sallets Md Broth , as 
Parſley, Alexander,Sorrell, &c.

And queſtionlefſe the Countrey is ſtored with 
many Phyſicall herbs and roots , albeit their verrues 
arenot knowne, becauſenot ſought after ; yer within 
theſe few yegres, many of our Nation finding them- 
ſelucs ill , have bruſed ſome of the herbes and ſtrai- 
ned the iuyce into Beere, Wine or 4q#4-vit« ;zand 
ſoby Gods affiſtance, after a few drinxings , ic hath 
reſtored them co their former health, 

Thelike vertue ithath to cure a wound, or any 
fwelling, either by waſhing the grieued places with 
ſome of the herbes boyled, or by applying them ſo 
thereunto (plaiſter-wike)which I baue ſeene by often

nan 7 ny varietic of things, fit for food, with. 
out the r of man;I might in reaſon hence in-

Comntrey, Countrey came downeneere them to the Sea-fide, 
where they were labouring about their Fiſh, how- 
ling and making a noiſe : fo that at cach time my 
Maſtiffe-dogge went vnto them ( as the like in that 
Countrey hath not beene ſecne: ) the one began to 
fawne and play with the other, and ſo went roge- 
ther into the VWoods, and continued with them, 
eucry of theſe times, nine or ten dayes, and did re- 
turne vnto vs without any hurt. Hereof I am no way 
ſuperſtirious, yet itis ſomething ſtrange to me, that 
the wilde beaſts, being followed by a ſterne Maſtiffe- 
dogge, ſhould grow to familiaritic with him , fce- 
ing their natures are repugnant : ſurely much rather 
the people, by our diſcreet and gentle Wage, may bee 
brought to lociery, being already naturally inclined 
thereunto,

Theſe Penguins are as bigge as Geeſe, and flye 
nor, for they haue bur a little ſhore wing , and they 
mulciplie ſo infinitely, vpon a certaine flat Iland,that 
men driue them from thence vpon a boord,into their 
boats by hundreds at a time; as it God had made 
the in of ſo poore a creature, to become

The conuerting of theſe commodities ( gotten 
by fiſhing) into money, cannot chuſe but be a great - 
benefit to all your Matcſtics Kingdomes in many re- 
ſpecs.

rive there firſt into an Harbour,they will beare fuch 
an ouer-preſt ſailc, and in ſo deſp-rate a manner, as 
there are no true vnderſtanding Sea-menthat"vſc 
the like to any other part of the world, whercunto 
the Maſters of diucrs ſhips bauc beenc often pro- 
woked, notonely by their owne indifcretion ; but 
alſo chiefely by the ſclfe-will ignorance of fome 
careleſle Sailers of their qm_any ; For albeit 
when the foggesarethicke, and the nights darke, 
that ſometimes they-cannor.diſcerne the lengrh' of 
three ſhips in. the way before them, and rhe Icc 
oftenrhreatning much perill ro them:yeron runnhcs 
the ſhip amaine, ſo faft as poſſibly ſhee may, when 
commonly moſt part of the company are faſt a- 
ſleep,cuenwith extreme hazardof their liuies;Thus 
Dangers many times both ſhips and men haue been fi y

And alſo this vntimely ſerting foorth', confu- 
merh a great quantity of victuals, that might bee 
ſauedtoberrer purpoſe,and it forcerh them rocarry 
andrecarry many- more men in euery ſhip, euery 
voyage, thenthey neede, if they once take a fitter 
courſe intheſe voyages. 

Then when theyarriue there,ſuch & houſes 
that the firſt arriuersinto an Harbour find ſtanding; 
wherin men ſer diuers neceſlaries,and alſofalt their 
fiſh,fome men haue vſcd to pul down,or taken their piſorderly cour- 

eaſures of them;by which vnfit diſorders of fome /*. 

arriuers thcre yeerely, thoſe whicharriue after 
them,are ſometimes 20, dayes and more toprouide 
boords and timber, to fit their boates for fiſhing , 
and other neceſſary roomes- to falt and dry their 
fiſh on , whereby much time is loſt, and viRuals 
conſumed ro no good purpoſe ; and thereby alſo 
another great inconuenience followeth , by reaſon 
the voyages of the after-commers there, are often 
greatly hindred and prolonged,to the great hurt of 
our Maieſty , and many a good ſabiet: and the 
Leoriets themſelues which trade to that Country, 
and commit thoſe great abuſes , are thereby alſo 
much wronged, 2sthey haue acknowledged intheir 
preſentments,by their diforderly behauiour there, 

Wherefore if. ſuch which hencefoorth aduen- 
turerothar Countrey, rake fome b-trer courſe in 
that trade of fiſhing,then heretofore they haue vied, 
they ſhall finde _ _ ſafety of rheir aduen- 
tures,and much the more thercby.For where- 
as heerctofore they haue vſed ro make ready their

And then-ſuch Aducntarers hither. will carefully 
vp Lacs four ſuch-as:theyleaerhete ; nor. 
onely and vieuals , but likewiſe for-alt 


necel- 
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neceſſary tooles,fit for any kind of husbandry, The 
charge thereof will yecrely ir felfe, with the 
benefit of their labours thar bee fo left there, 
with great Cc. 

And for others which yecrely aduenture thither, 
and will not ſettle people there inſuch maner; they 
may hold onſuch vnfit courſes inſerting on to that 
Countrey, and take their places, as it falleth- our, as 
formerly they haue done; wherein Iam perfwaded 
thcy will ſoone grow mearys when they ſhall {ce 
the great commodity and bcnefitthat other men 
will gaine by ſettling of people there. | 

By this meancs-will the burthens and numbers txcreaſe of ſbip- 
of your Maicſtics ſubie&s ſhipping bee greatly ins ing and Aeri- 
creaſed,and ſtrengthned,and great «9c of Ma. 
riners yeerely augmented ; and then our ſhippirig 
=P well trade thither two voyages incuery yeere, 
and more,whereas now they goe but ance. 

If you will know what viduals might bee ſabed yas viduals

{mall wages, who haue the benefit of their ſhares; 
and they doe ſeruc cuen 1o fitly for ſome pur- 
polcs in thoſe New-land voyages the firſt yeere, 
as ſome of thaſe men doe that haue beene there of- 
ten : So that by carrying thither yeerely cuery

ieſties Subies liue rich and pleaſantly ;, but the 
Wy is much more pleaſantto liuc in. 

I haue often {cence the Coaſt of Bisksy and Portu- 
gallall along the Sea-Coaſt, how rocky, barrea and 
mountainous theſe countreys be in moſt places, al- 
though they lic ina pleaſant and temperate Cli- 
mate; if ſuch which ſhould diſpraiſe the New-found- 
land, had ſecne ir, and trauailed in thoſe parts as I 
haue, they would not onely like well,and be in loue 
rofurther the deſired Plantation, bur alſo admire 
how the people inthoſe other Countries doe liuc 
by their good induſtric, and ſecke out lirtle places 
amongſt the Rocks, and in the fides of Hils and 
Mountaines,to ſet and Tow their ſeedes for Rootes, 
Cabage, Onions, and ſuch like, whereby they re- 

ejue great $: forall alongſt thoſe parts on 
the Sea-coaſlt, their beſt means of living is by fiſh- 
ing, and other trades by Sea. The like benefit may 
all ſuch hauc, that will plant at New-fownd-land, and 
much betrer in many other things, 2s is already ſufh- 
ciently rouched. 

Likewiſe it is well knowneto all thoſe that haue 
trevailed fromthence all along the Coaſt of Sparne,

=_ their Vines and othcr fruits, e 
eeke outtheir beſt meanes they haue roliue : and 
likewiſe alſo in diuets other placesneere the cMe- 
diterr enean Sea, from thence to Baſſalonia, Marſeliis, 
Savoy, and Genowey, and in diuers other places in 
Italy, theſe Countries are Rocky and Moun- 
tainous,as I haue well obſerued: & yet thoſe places 
doe abound with many other rich bleſſings, by 
meanes of the peoples good induſtrie there, and 
ſo by reaſonthereof, the people in all thoſe parts 
from the Coaſt of Birkey,vnto Italy , & alfothe malt 
parts -of France, Gaſcoyne, Brittaine , Normandy and 
L 3 __ Preanss, . 
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Picardy, are by the New-found-land fiſh and trade to 

thar Countrey greatly rcheued : which fiſh is in all 

choſeparrs in great requeſt, '& ſteeds them greatly, 
anddorh fell very well there moſt commonly, and

men, as great Brittaene had neuer the like,nor any o- 
ther Chriſtian Prince inthe World. 

"With theſe good bleſſings which are before re- 
cited, bcing followed by induſtrious ſpirits,there is 
a great hope of a plentifull harueſt ynro your Maic- 
ſte & _— thereby: God ſend good Seed(- 
men and Planters to ſet it forward, as I truſt ia God 
irwill haue, ſecing it hath already had many right 
Honourable and worthy Fathers ro commend iz. 

-  Andal h that fithence I preſumedrto write 
this Diſcourſe, I haue bin often vpon diuers occaſi- 
ons dishartned4rom proceeding herein; Yer, when 
I did remember Colambus his good indeuors, that

fiſh, to the great hurt and hindrance of many other 
that come after rhem. 

Some men likewiſe ſteale away the bait out of 
other mens Nets by nighr,and alſo out of their fiſh- 
ing boates by their ſhips fide,whereby their fiſhing, 
from whom it-is ſo taken, is oucrthrowne for the 
next day, | 

They did acknowledge, that ſome mentake yp 
more roome thenthey necde, or is fitting to d 
theirfiſhon, — other mens voyages are of- 
tentimes greatly hindered. 

They alſo found, that diuers of your Maicſtics 
ſubies haue come to that Coaſt,in fiſhing voyages 
in ſhips not apperraining to any of your Maeſties 
ſubic&s, which they concciued worthy of puniſh- 
menr, and reformation. 

They did acknowledge,that ſome men rip, and 
take away Timber and Rayles from Stages, and o-

Againſt all theſe great abuſes, and diyers others 
committed inthe ſaid New-found-land ( which they 
did fer downe inthcir ſeuerall pteſentments, as by 
them itmay at large appeare, they did all conde- 
ſcend,and order from that time thenceforth,that no 
ſubie& ro your Maieſty ſhould commir any more 
ſach abuſes in that Countrey : which may bee very
